F. A. WALTERS was an indefatigable 
tyep<< collector and student of coins. He specialised in the 
MI period extending from Edward I to Henry VIII, and 
contributed to the pages of the “ Numismatic Chronicle” the 
following papers, among others—articles which have much 
increased our knowledge of, and interest in, the coins of the 
most fascinating epoch of our country’s history, and which have 
been of much service to collector and dealer alike. 
The papers referred to are: —
